The chairman said they agreed 
the announcement had been made 
t the proper time to insure grad- 
ual readjustment among wheat 
growers, who have indicated they 
will harvest 3 per cent less acreage 
this year. He interpreted farmers’ 
intentions to make smaller plant- 
ings as a sign of success of the 
board’s campaign to reduce produc- 
tion.

President Hoover returned to his 
desk today from 11 days of recrea- 
tion. He reached Washington early 
last night from Old Point Comfort, 
Va., where he disembarked from 
the battleship Arizona after the 


trip to Porto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands. 

In addition to accumulated mail 
to handle, the President has a 
series of addresses to prepare, all 
for délivery in the near future. 

The Pregident also found before 
him the problem of an indicated 
failure of income by $700,000,000 
to meet Government expenses. In- 
come tax payments are falling far 
short of the figures for a year ago. 
He will have to consult Secretary 
Mellon regarding either additional 
Government borrowing or an_ in- 
crease in taxation.

NEW YORK, March. 3:0.—Suit 
for the dissolution of the Sugar In- 
stitute, and a permanent injanc- 
tion against the American Sugar 
‘Refining Co., and 49 . defendants 
charged with violation of the Sher- 
man anti-trust act was filed today 
in Federal Court “by special as- 
sistants to the Attorney-General of 
the United States. 

Refining companies that ‘are 
members of the institute produce 
85 per cent of the sugar consumed 
in the United States. 

The Government charges they 
maintained a ‘‘comprehensive 
scheme designed to fix oppressive 


and uniform prices.”’ 

The complaint alleges that the 
sugar sold by the members of the 
institute was manufactured from, 


‘raw sugar obtained in Cuba, Porto 


Rico, Hawaii and the Philippines 
at abnormally low prices, but those 
low prices have not been reflected 
in the cost to consumers. 

The 15 per cent of the -sugar 
used in this country ‘that does not 
come from Institute members is 
produced by beet sugar manufac- 
turers. The Government charges 
the Institute induced eye beet

GANG ROBS SAFE OF $35,000 
IN CHICAGO DEPARTMENT STORE 


Seven Men Tie Up Engineer, Take 
Possession of Building for 
Seven Hours,

CHICAGO, March. 30.—Taking 
possession of the Wieboldt Depart- 
ment South Side Store for almost 
eight hours, seven men yesterday 
robbed the store safe of $35,000 
in cash and $15,000 in checks and 
escaped. The men, who had ap- 
parently spent the night in some 
secluded room, seized Christ Swan. 
son, engineer, at 6 a. m., tied him 
to a chair, then held up Henry Mc- 
Iver, watchman, 

“You're going to pull the alarm 
boxes as ustal,”’ they told him. 
“If you pull ‘em wrong and the 
police come we'll know you're the 
cause. The first bullet will be for 
you.” 

Part of the gang went to the 
office. While some guarded the 
watchman and engineer, others 
planted nitroglycerin in the vault 
doors and still others obtained ex- 
pensive rugs to muffle the explo- 
sion. 

‘This was the second Wihieboldt 
store robbed since the first of the 
year. On Jan. 26 five men ob- 
tained $19,200 and escaped after a 
pistol fight with police on the 
Northwest Side. 


BURGLAR CAUGHT IN ACT 
KILLED AT LEXINGTON, MO. 


Companion Captured After Being

M. Zyavkin, general manager of the 
Amtorg Trading Corporation, to re- 
main in the United States as a 
Visitor. 

| Devin whe Sams 
States in January, 1930, on a six 
months’ permit as representative of 
Export Kled, a Russian Govern- 
ment organization dealing in grain, 
obtained a six months’ extension of 
his permit last summer. It expired 
in January. 

After coming to this cotfhtry 
Zyavkin was named geheral man- 
ager of Amtorg, Russian trading 
concern. He applied for an exten- 
sion several weeks ago, but in- 
formation that he had changed oc- 
cupations since coming into the 
country was received by immigra- 
tion authorities and under the rules 
the department refused to renew 
the extension. 

Zyavkin was under fire of the 
Fish committee of the House last 
fail when Communism in the Unit- 
ed States was being investigated. 
It was charged that Amtorg, a cor- 
poration organized under United 
States laws, was being used to fur- 
ther Communist propaganda. Rep- 
resentative Fish of New York de-. 
manded on the floor of the House 
that permission to stay in the Unit- 
ed States be denied to Zyavkin. 

Zyavkin will be notified that he 
must leave the United States and, 
should he refuse to, it is probable 
he will be taken into custody. As 
the United States has no diplomatic 
relations with Russia, deportation 
of Russians is difficult.

CHICAGO, “March  380.—Two 
banks in the Austin community 
and one in the adjoining suburb of 
Oak Park failed to open today.

At the regular bank call five 
days ago the Austin National gave 
its deposits as $2,169,000, Oak Park 
$1,727,000 and the Columbia Bank 
as $1,394,576.

Barrett O'Hara, Chicago lawyer, 
who defended Virgil Kirkland in 
his trial for the murder of his 
Gary schoolgirl sweetheart, visited 
Burke for a few moments today. 

When admitted to the county jail 
the prisoner gave his name as Fred 
Burke—he had been known as 
Fred Dane when he lived here—his 
age, 45; weight, 220; height, 5 feet 
11% inches; birth place, St. Louis, 
and residence, Kansas. 

The trip from St. Joseph, Mo., to 
this city, was made in 15 hours. 
All the way a machine gun taken 
from Burke when he was arrcsted 
was trained on hira. There was a 
hint, Sheriff Fred Cutler said, that 
Burke expected trouble on the way. 
Each time they passed another car 
Burke crouched low, as if fearing 
possible bullets. He hinted that 
his enemies, as well as friends, 
might be after him. 

Crowd Sees Him Arrive. 

In spite of a Blinding sleet storm 
thousands of citizens crowded be- 
fore the jail to watch the arrival of 
Burke who is wanted in Chicago 
for the St. Valentine day murder of 
seven George (Bugs) Moran 
gangsters and for many other ma- 
jor crimes. There was no demon- 
stration, however, Dut there was a 
note of fear in Burke who recalled 
the threats to lynch him at the 
time of the Skelly killing. 

Burke was assured later that the 
crowd had dispersed and was calm 
when Skelly’s father, Fred Skelly, 
and the slain traffic policeman's 
widow, Mrs. Max Moulds, who has 


‘}since remarried, went to view him 


in the jail’s strongest cell. Extra 
guards were posted outside to fore- 
stall any attempt to escape. 
Skelly’s father «offered to act 
as one of the guards, but his offer 
was ceclined by the authorities. 
Trial in May Probable. 
Officials said Burke probably 
would not be tried until the May 
term of court. The State has 
three witnesses prepared to testify 
against him. One of these is For- 
rest Kool of Buchanan, Mich., who 
accompanied the Michigan officers 
wit®@ Burke on the journey from 
Missouri. It was Kool's car that 
was involved in a traffic mishap 
that led to the murder of Skelly. 
- The fender of Burke's car scraped 
Kool’s ‘machine and Kool gave 
chase, picking up Policeman Skelly 
on the way. When the two cars 
drew abreast, Skelly leaped to the 
runni board of, Burke's car, 
whereupon Burke fired, killing 
him.. Burke escaped a mob and 
was driven to his home by Steven 
Kooney, a néighbor, who knew 
nothing of the killing. Kooney 
will be a State witness and so will 
Monroe Wolf, a member of the 
House of David, whose car Burke 
commandeered in his flight 
this city.

Says She Had No Troubles, 

“She had no domestic or finan- 
cial worries;” he said at their 
handsome villa, Les Embruns, at 
Jean Cap Ferrat, mear here.

He paid 
$50,000 for their villa because it 
struck her fancy, and he gave her 
an especially built, expensive mo- 
tor car for her last birthday.

Police, investigating the suicide, 
identified Mrs. Townsend as the 
former Mary Margaret Laird, 
Birmingham, Ala. She and Town- 
send were married six years ago. 
Their child is a girl 5 years old. 
Mrs. Townsend was known to the 
New York stage as Peggy Davis. 

Mrs. Townsend left her family at 
the villa Saturday morning and 
drove to Nice and from there to 
Monte Carlo alone. Friends who 
happy 
and cheerful and she is said to 
have commented that she wished 
to get back to attend the opera 
party. 

At 10 p. m. she stopped her car 
before a golf hotel at Eze and de- 
manded a double brandy. She 
drank this and then another, the 
proprietor, who knew her well, 
remonstrating with her. She wrote 
a note on the back of a menu card 
and then started her car. A ser- 
vant fromm a nearby chateau saw 
the car zigzag down the road slowly

15 CALOREN SURVIVE 
GOLD IN STALLED BUS 


Expected to Suffer No Ampu- 
tations as Result of Ordeal 
in Snowdrift. 


LAMAR, Colo., March 30.—Bryan 
Untiedt, 13-year old school boy, 
who with 14 other children sur- 
vived a 36-hour ordeal in a bus 
stalled in a snowdrift, recuperated 
in a hospital here today, It is 
thought the others will recover and 
no amputations will be.necessary. 

Five perished Friday in the fight 
against hunger and freezing winds 
in the stalled bus. Bryan sought to 
drive his companions out of leth- 
argy when they drooped in zero 
cold. “My daddy will find us,” he 
said. His father, H. A. Untiedt, 
was one of the first to reach the 
machine, 

Opening the door, Untiedt saw 
two children lying on the floor in 
the front of the bus. One of them 
was his son, Arlo, 9, and the other, 
Rosemary Miller, 9, daughtervof the 
bus driver who lost his life when 
he went out into the storm to seek 
aid. Both still were breathing, but 
died soon after being taken to a 
ranch house. 

Untiedt said three bodies were 
bus. Two windows had been 
broken -by the children in their 
fright and the flakes had been 
driven through to fill two-thirds of 
the interior. 

Carl Miller, 35, the driver, was 
prophetic in his last statement to 
the children as he went for aid. As 
he left he saidt “God bless you, 
children, we probably will never see 
each other again.” His little daugh- 
ter was found dying shortly after 
he departed. 

Bryan Untiedt, who insisted on 
being the last to be taken from the 
bus and then coljapsed, apologized 
after he revived for “slapping the 
little children,”

HOOVER'S BOTTLES 

OF ISLAND SUGAR 
CANE ARE BARRED 
President Brought Them From

Lawrence Richey, secretary to the 
President, consulted with the in- 
spectors, found them adamant, and 
finally said “Oh, all right throw it 
overboard.” 


NEW UTILITY-CONTROL PLAN 
PROPOSED IN WISCONSIN 


Measure Provides That Companies 
Shall Hold Property in Trust 
for Public, 

By the Associated Presa. 

MADISON, Wis., March 30.—New 
plan of regulating public utilities 
is proposed in a bill introduced in 
the assembly by Harold Malchow 
of Green Bay. 

Under the bill utilities that get 
permits to operate will hold prop- 
erty in trifst for the public and the 
value of the equity of security hold- 
ers will be the net sum of “honest 
and prudent investment.”’ This will 
serve as a basis for fixing rates to 
“provide adequate annual return 
sufficient to. command all capital 
needed in the cnterprise.” 

Utilities now in operation, under 
the terms of the measure, would 
notify the Kailroad Commission 
that they will accept this plan 
whereupon they would be ap- 
praised, with later net additions 


to fagilities, less net securities re- 


tired, added to keep the valuation 
figure up to date.

“Do not accept this truce mere- 
ly because I made it,” he agaid. 
“You are free.to reject it and ap- 
point another working” committee, 
I gtve you no promise I will bring 
back complete independence from 
the. second round;table conference 
but I do give pledge I 
will not bring ter bond- 
age than exisis in India today.”’ 

As the aged leader finished, the 
gathering broke into vociferous 
cheers, and when President Val- 
labhai Patel put the resolution to 
a vote there was not a single dis- 
senting voice. 

. Squats Silently in Crowd. 

Gandhi, squatting silently in the 
center of a crowd of 40,000 per- 
sons, eliminated active opposition 
to his pélicies by sheer force of 
personality last night and put the 
Congress on record as favoring 
most of the things for which he has 
fought. 

In order to be able to speak in 
defense of the truce. if it should 
be necessary, Gandhi began his 
usual weekly day of silence six 
hours early, at 6 p. m. yesterday. 
Others spoke for him, particularly 
Vallabhai Patel, who, acting as 
president of the Congress, ,eiter- 
ated Indian Nationalists’ demand 


for unqualified self-determination ® 


and independence.

SAYS OLD RESIDENTS 
ARE IN NEED OF AID 


Tells of Cases of Formerly 
Well-to-Do Families Re- 
duced to Poverty by Lack 
of Employment. 


The campaign of Citizens’ Com- 


mittee on Relief and Employment 
to raise an emergency fund of 
$300,000 entered its second week 
today when new contributions of 
$5144 brought the total to $111,- 
146. 

Mrs. E. H. Steedman, chairman 
of the committee’s relief division, 
satd suffering caused by unemploy- 
iment had spared no part of the 
city. “The committee today is fi- 
nancing relief to 6000 families 
comprising about 25,000 men, wom- 
en and children,” she said. “The 
special] fund now being sought is 
absolutely necessary to continue 
relief to these people. 

“A tailor lost his shop, but did 
not apply for help until his family 
had been evicted. A graduate en- 
gineer and his young wife were 
living in a basement and had only 
a bowl of cereal in two days. A 
man who formerly occupied a re- 
sponsible position with a brokerage 
concern said he would be thankful 
for a job paying $50 a month. 

“As Helpless as Immigrant.” 

“A descendant of one of the old- 
est families in St. Louis applied 
for relief recently, as helpless be- 
fore unemployment as the newest 
immigrant.” 

Mrs. Steedman said social work- 
ers were daily discovering families 
sleeping six in a bed or living nine 
in a room, 10-year-old children 20 
pounds underweight, tuberculosis, 
and children living’ in unheated 
rooms without shoes or proper 
clothing. 

In one case, she said, a family 
when eight children were sleeping 
on the floor in an unheated ware- 
house in which they had taken 
refuge. In another, a young couple 
and their child, living in one of 
the better residential districts, had 
sold every article in the house ex- 
cept a bed and a. stove. “On the 
coldest day of the winter,” Mrs. 
Steedman said, “two high school 
girls were found with their parents 
in an unheated room. They were 
walking the cold floor without 
shoes or stockings and had been 
unable to attend school for weeks. 

“It is important that these facts 
should be known to St. Louis be- 
cause when St. Louis knews them 
and realizes their significance, it 
will respond generously to thig un- 
precedented emergency.”

In Paper He Says We Seem to 
Think We Can Reach Heaven 
in Elevator. 

In a paper describing the 
changes in American architecture 
during the last 50 years, Louis La 
Beaume, \8t. Louis architect, criti- 
cises trends of modernism and, 
with reference to the vogue of the 
skyscraper; says, ‘““We are deluding 
ourselves in the faith that heaven 
may be~ reached in an elevator.” 
The paper was pregared for the 
Architectural League of New 
York, which will celebrate its fif- 
tieth anniversary next month. La 
Beaume says, referring to the pe- 
riod since the World War:

Kaufman's name was mentioned 
prominently in the Lingle case be- 
cause he owned a night club al- 
legedly closed by orderg of Lingle, 
who was a close friend and adviser 
of William Russell, police com- 
missioner at the time of the mur- 
der. 

The State rested its case late to- 
day after it had introduced circum- 
stantial evidence of witnesses who 
testified to seeing Brothers at or 
near the scene of the crime. 

X-Ray S on Stand. 

The first witness today was Dr. 
M,. A. Pfannebecker, an X-ray spe- 
cialist, who gave testimony con- 
cerning an examination of Officer 
Anthony Ruthy. Ruthy was the 
witness who told the Court Fri- 
day that he was chasing a “vision” 
as well as a man immediately aft- 
er the Lingle slaying and who said 
that when he identified Frank 
Foster, another Lingle suspect, his 
mind was a blank. 

The State has several witnesses 
who were expected to testify that 
Ruthy has been mentally unbal- 
anced for years, but the defense 
will attempt to prove that Ruthy’s 
testimony was merely an “act’’ to 
throw out his previous identifica- 
tion of Foster.

Dr. Pfannebecker, testified that 
he examined Officer Ruthy March 
16 and found an “old’’ fracture of 
the skull. x 
Col. Calvin Goddard, ballistics 
expert and head of the crime de- 
tection laboratory of Northwestern 
University, was the next witness. 
‘The jury heard a lecture on bal- 
listics by Col. Goddard, whe told of 
examining the bullet that killed 
Lingle and comparing it with an- 
other bullet fired from the pistol 
found near Lingle’s body. He tes- 
tified that from the marking on the 
two bullets he was able to deter- 
mine that the bullet taken from 
Lingle’s brain was fired from the 
weapon that is now State’s exhibit 
No. 2. 
This point was considered im- 
portant because one of the State 
witnesses, Clark Applegate, Ken- 
tucky race horse trainer, testified 
he saw Brothers toss a pistol near 
the body of the slain'reporter.

Bkae || Gangster in Family Circle 
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Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

| MILAN, Mo., March 30.-—It has 
been a shock to the Porter family, 
industrious and respected rural 
Missouri folk, to find Fred Burke, 
notorious machine gun Killer, is a 
member of the family. 

Barney Porter, father-in-law of 
Burke, said yesterday he would 
make no effort to aid his daugh- 
ter’s husband in any attempt he 
may make to resist legal proceed- 
ings. The Sullivan Countyfarmer 
was not convinced until Saturday 
that “Richard F. White” was th 
gangster and killer. 

He believed his daughter Bonnie 
had married a respectable man, he 
says. Though some folks thought 
ecrtain things “peculiar,” Porter 
believed Burke was a real estate 
holder in Kansas City. He thought 
it was deals that kept Burke away 
from home weeks at a time. 

Residents of Milan and Green 
City, both near the Porter farm, 
believe the Porters were victimized 
by Burke. Bonnie was a victim. 
So was the family. 

“Taken In” by Burke. 


They think Burke married Bon- 
nie to aid in recreating himself as 
“Richard F. White.” He was in the 
shelter of a rural Missouri farm. 
He had married into a respectable 
family. Neighbors Friday night, 
sitting by their fires while a spring 
blizzard raged, felt that they, too, 
were fooled by Burke. 

Porter is bitter. That was dis- 
closed through his attorney, A. L. 
Burns. The father-in-law of the 
notorious gangster is willing to let 
his son-in-law go the route. 

The Porter farm is a typical 
Northern Missouri farm. It is sit- 
uated nine miles north of Milan 
and one mile west, on a knoll. A 
far view of the surrounding terri- 
tory is provided from the small 
one-story five-room house. 


Came First In 1929. 

Neighbors trace back their mem- 
ory of Burke to 1929, when he 
first came here, shortly after the 
murder of a St. Joseph (Mich.) po- 
liceman, Burke is suspected of hay- 
ing killed the policeman. 
, Harvey Bailey, whose mother 
and sister live on a farm near the 
Porter farm, took Burke to their 
place, so the stories xo. Through 
the winter of 1929 and 1930, Burke 
was ostensibly working on the 
Bailey farm. : 


Bonnie Porter was in Kansas 
City, a student nurse at Research 
Hospital. In May, 1930, she re- 
turned home. She met the gang- 
ster who was to become her hus- 
band. June 17, 1930, they were 
married at Keokuk, Ia. 

Then the bridal pair went home 
and took Mr. and Mrs, Porter on 
a three-weeks trip to the West, 
They returned and “Mr. and Mrs. 
Richard F. White” went away 
again. That time taking Bonnie’s 
16-year-old sister, Pansy., 

They did not return until late 
in August, in time for Pansy to re- 
turn to school. 

Trips like those require money. 
The new member of the family 
seemed to have plenty of money 
at all times. He had made Bonnie 
a splendid husband. It was nice 
to have such a man in the family. 
And the others welcomed him to 
the farm. : 

Last fall Burke began to absent 
himself from home. At times he 
was gone for as long as a month.

Jesse W. Barrett. and Police 
Board Head Issue Statements 
in Her Behalf. 


Public statements have been 
made by Jesse W. Barrett, former 
Attorney-General, and Lon OQ. 
Hocker, president of the Police 
Board, indorsing the candidacy of 
Mrs. Elias Michael for re-election 
to the Board of Education. 

Praising Mrs. Michael’s ability 
and usefulness, Barrett said: 
‘Hach candidate for public office 
should be considered solely on his 
or her own qualifications, regard- 


less of sex, and it is by that test 
that Mrs. Michael may challenge, 
as her right, the support of every 
man and woman in St. Louis. She 
sincerely believes that membership 
on the Board of Education is the 
most important office and the 
highest honor that can come to any 
Perhaps she is 
right.” 

Hocker said it was indisputable 
that women who have managed 
households or reared children have 
a finer vision as to what school 
children need than any man. He 
went on: “There is certainly no 
one on the board and no candidate 
seeking to be on the board who is 
as well qualified as Mrs. Michael 
to render real public service.” 

Milton F. Napier, a candidate for 
the board, in an address over radio 
station WIL yesterday, declared 
he had no ulterior motive in seek- 
ing election but only wanted to 
help underprivileged children to 
obtain an education. He _ said 
there had been a whispering cam- 
paign against him and asserted 
that “letters appearing against me 
in the people’s columns of the 
press have either been totally false 
or contained in part distorted or 
misleading facts and statements.”’ 

Napier took occasion to state his 
position on five matters as follows: 
He was opposed to the bill, recent- 
ly killed in the Legislature, to 
limit teachers’ appointments to one 
year; he has never said that he 
would try to reduce teachers’ sal- 
aries, but wants to raise the pay 
of some school custodians and all 
matrons and give all board em- 
ployes respectable wages; he has 
not said he would have non-resi-

25,000 SEAL SKINS SOLD

$500,000; Buyers From

About 25,000 seal skins, three-

ment, were sold at auctoin today at 


Sales at the morning ses- 
sion when 20,000 pelts wede dis- 
posed of, totaled $453,14499, and it 
was expected that the total for the 
day would be more than $500,000. 

Prices held at about the range of 
last fall's sale, slightly lower than 
in previous years because of the in- 
creased supply. The average for 
regular black skins was $29.;;, for 
scarred and faulty, $21.26 and for 
poor grade, $6.94. Brown skins 
sold at $22,48, 15$.66 and $5.51, ac- 
cording to grade. 


Buyers from throughout the 
country attended. In addition to 
the skins sold for the United 


States, 2000 weer sold for the Un- 
ion of South Africa, 300 for the 
Japanese Government, and 1200 
for miscellaneous shippers.

Losses Run From 1 to 3 
Points in a Variety of Ac- 
tive Issues—Allied Chem- 
ical Down More Than 7 
Points.

NEW YORK, March 30. — The 
stock market started the new week 
today with a faltering decline, con- 
tinuing at a less brisk pace the re- 
treat of Saturday. e 

Losses of 1 to 3 points were fair- 
ly general at the finish, and Allied 
Chemical fell more than 7 to the 
lowest in four years. Bear pur- 
chases to retire short contracts 
caused slight recovery in the final 
dealings, most shares ending the 
day within fractions of the lowest. 
Slackening steel mill output esti- 
mate in the Youngstown area left 
the advantage stili with the bears, 
although the short side of the mar- 
ket seemed to be getting crowded. 

Trading was only moderately ac- 
tive, the day’s transfers amounting 
to some 3,300,000 shares. The gen- 
eral level of shares came close to 
that of Feb. 7, when bears were put 
to flight, starting a swift if short- 
lived advance. U.S. Steel lost 2 
points, then recovered fractionally. 


Utilities were particularly heavy. 


Issues declining 2 to 3 points in- 
cluded American Waterworks, 
North American, Eastman, Amer- 
ican and Foreign Power, Ameri- 
can Telephone, Atchison, Dupont 
and Byers. Losses of around a 
point were numerous.

In earlier days 
with matches pre-arranged, men 
who knew what the result would 
be would take some big bettors 
for a ride. 

Indictments for this sort of 
procedure have been filed in sev- 
eral instances, sometimes against 
wrestlers in high places. The 
wrestling promoters stopped that 
sort of thing. 

Concerning betting on mat 
matches here is a quotation from 
Lou Smith in the Cincinnati En- 
quirer: “There is no betting on 
‘rassling. Those who like to 
wager lack faith in the sport. A 
form chart of wrestling perform- 
ers would make it look ridicu-

KNOWING HOW T0 
COOK OLD POTATOES | 


Baked, [Escalloped, French 
Fried or Mashed Potatoes 
Are Equally Good 


Because potatees are so com- 
monly used there is a general feel- 
ing that “anyone can cook pota- 
toes.” They can, but stop and think 


how many times they appear wat- 
ery, flavorless, lumpy. (if mdshed) 
and totally uninteresting. Yet this 
vegetable is one that, is rich in 
food value, is inexpensive, and can 
be made one of the most attractive 
dishes served in a meal. 

Potatoes are chiefly valuahle for 
their starch content which sup- 
plies energy; they also contain 
some protein and valuable mineral 
salts. When the potato is proper- 
ly cooked these food elements are 
available for ready use by the 
body, but their value can be ma- 
terially leasened by poor cooking. 
. Bince it is to the advantage of 
every housekeeper to make the 
most of the food she buys and to 
cook it so that it is appetizing and 
palatable, the beginner in cookery 
will find the following simple reci- 
pes useful. Bechuse they are s0 
simple they are often abused: 

Baked Potatoes. 

Select smooth, even-sized pota- 
toes. Remove any specks with a 
sharp knife and scrub each potato 
with a vegetable brush. Dry and 
then rub each one with melted fat 
or with vegetable oil. Bake in a 
hot oven—400 degrees—for 385 to 
50 minutes, depending on the size. 
To test, press the potato, holding 
it-in a towel. If soft it is done. 
Press each potato gently all over 
the surface before serving and split 
one side to allow the steam to es- 
cape. This keeps the potato dry 
and meally. Serve with butter, salt 
and paprika. 

Stuffed Potatoes. 

For stuffed potatoes, remova,the 
pulp from the baked potato, put 
through a potato ricer, then add, 


for four medium aized potatoes, 
two tablespoons butter, one-half 
teaspoon salt, a little pepper and 
two tablespoons milk.i Whip with 

a fork until light and fluffy. Put 
back in the potato shells, sprinkle 
with grated cheese and bake in a 


hot oven for a few minutes to re-} This 


heat the potatoes and melt the 
cheese. * 


Exscalloped Potatoes. 


‘These are always popular when 


well made. Peel four medium 
sized potatoes and cut across in 
thin slices. Drop the potatoes into 
cold water as you slice them. Drain, 
cover with boiling water, add one 
teaspoon salt and boil for five min- 
utes. Drain again. Cut a small 
Snion into very thin slices, or use 
one tablespoon chopped chiveg in- 
stead. 

Put a layer of the potatoes in a 
buttered baking dish, using about 
one-third of them. Dot with a 
tablespoon butter, sprinkle with 
one teaspoon flour and a few slices 
of onion. Add a second layer of 
potatoes and the same amount of 
butter, flour and onion. Then a 
third layer with butter, flour and 
onions. Pour one-half cup milk 
over the potatoes and bake in a 
moderate oven—350 degrees—for 
40 minutes or until the potatoes are 
tender and the surface browned. 


Peel four medium sized potatoes, 
cut in’ quarters and then in thin 
strips. Drop into cold water as you 
prepare them, to prevent them dis- 
coloring. Drain and dry on a clean 
towel. If the water is not dried 
off it will make the fat sputter and 
may result in bad burns. 

Heat fat in a frying kettle or 
saucepan, having it about one- 
fourth full, and using a deep pan 
so that the fat cannot boil over. 
Heat the fat until it will brown a 
piece of bread in one minute—or 
until it reaches 390 degrees. Put 
the potatoes in the fat and cook 
until well browned. This will take 
anywhere from 8 to 13 minutes, 
Stir the potatoes occasionally while 
cooking, or put them in a frying 
basket and shake the basket several 
times while frying. When browned 
and tender, skim the potatoes from 
the fat, drain on soft paper and 
sprinkle lightly with salt. 

Let the fat cool, then strain it 
and set aside for use another time.

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SURVEY OF MISSOURI. 
DROUTH CONDITIONS 


12 Counties Report Shortage 
of Food — 10 in Urgent 
Need of ‘Feed for Stock. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., March 30.— 
A survey by the Missouri Drouth 
Committee of 49 counties in the 
drouth area indicates that a short- 
age of feed for livestock exists in 
30 per cent and that food shortages 
exist in 25 per cent. 

The information was secured 
from questionnaires sent by L. W. 
Baldwin of St. Louis, chairman of 
the State Drouth Committee, to 
chairmen of executive committees 
in the 49 counties in charge of ad- 
ministering Federal drouth relief 
feed, seed and fertilizer loans. 

Of the cdéunties surveyed, 10 per 


cent reported a shortage of feed) 


for livestock of: from 75 to 100 per 
cent, five from 60 to 76 per cent, 
six from 25 to 50 per cent and 12 
up to 25 per cent. Twelve had no 
shortage. 

12 Counties Need Food. 


Twelve counties reported a seri- 
ous shortage of food as a result 
of the drouth. One county had a 
slight shortage of food, while in 36 
there was no shortage. All coun- 
ties needing food reported that this 
condition was being relieved satis- 
factorily by the Red Cross. 

One of the questions asked was: 
“To what extent are farmers, 
whose crops were a total failure, 
finding employment on _ public 
works?” To this question, three 
counties answered that outside em- 
ployment had been found umneces- 
sary. Twelve reported that no 
employment could be secured and 
in 26 counties the percentage of 
employment on public works was 
found to be “very small.” In sev- 
en counties more than half of the 
farmers whose 1930 crops were a 
total failure were able to find out- 
side employment. 

Water Supplies Low. 


Two counties reported shortage 
of water in their districts as 
“acute,” but 45 found no serious 
shortage. Sixteen counties replied 
to the question on how much 
money had been loaned to farm- 
ers and on what terms. The total 
amount of loans in these counties 
was $609,940 and was at terms of 
from 6 to 8 per cent on approved 
security. 

Five counties met the difficult 
agricultural financial situation 
created by the drouth by organi- 
zation of credit corporations, but 
43 reported none was organized in 
recent months. Twelve county 
drouth chairmen said “little or 
nothing’”® was being done by local 
welfare agencies to supply food 
and clothing, but 25 found relief 
work was being taken care of by 
various agencies.

CONFESSED KILLER OF SIX 
GETS 15 YEARS FOR BURGLARY 


Leroy Robinson’s Story of Iowa 
Murders Does not Tally With 
Record of Eight Slain.

DETROIT, Mich., March 30.— 
Leroy Robinson, alias George Mey- 
ers, who Saturday confessed to the 
Slaying of six persons in Iowa in 
1912, and who yesterday was said 
to have headed a plot of 10 pris- 
oners to break out of the county 
jail, was sentenced to from 14% to 
15 years in the Michigan State 
prison at Jackson for burglary to- 
day. He was convicted of breaking 
and entering Feb. 18. He had 
been caught robbing a Grosse 
Pointe Park home. 

Before Circuit Judge Homer 
Ferguson today Robinson reiterat- 
ed his confession of the Iowa slay- 
ings. Robinson was said by police 
to have been convicted four times 
previously of various offenses. In 
a& conference with Judge Ferguson 
and Assistant Prosecutor William 
C. Buckingham, he admitted the 
crimes. When asked about them 
in court, he denied them. 

Buckingham said he was con- 
vinced other prisoners in the coun- 
ty jail advised Robinson to deny 
the other convictions in the hope 
that he would be surrendered to 
Iowa authorities. Robinson’s con- 
fession that he killed six persons 
at Villisca, Ia., does not tally with 
the record of the crime, the offi- 
cers said. Eight persons were 
killed. Robinson's confessfon ac- 
counted for only six,

WEW YORK DEMED WRIT 
AGAINST BANKRUPT BROKERS 


Justice Rules Acts Charged to 


Prince & Whitely Are Not 
Violations of the Law. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 30.—5u- 
preme Court Justice Selah B. 
Strong today denied the State's 
motion for an injunction to restrain 
the bankrupt brokerage house of 
Prince & Whitely from. dealing 
in securities. 

The Justice held that none of 
the acts complained of were vio- 
lations of the Martin Act, the gen- 
eral business law of the State un- 
der which the Attorney-General’s 
department brought the action, but 
suggested that the District Attor- 
ney might proceed under the penal 
laws. 

The Justice called attention to 
evidence indicating the firm had 
listed as assets $900,000 in securi- 
ties which it did not ewn. This 
he characterized “as an attempt 
to mislead and falsify which suc- 
ceeded and which would appear to 
bring the defendants within ‘the 
provisions of the penal law.” 

The Court also referred to an 
unsecured loan of $1,500,000, which 
the brokerage firm obtained from 
its affiliate, the Prince & Whitely 
Trading Corporation, “for the pur- 
pose of bolstering up the margin 
account of the senior partner, J. 
M. Hoyt,” and the “juggling’’ of 
23,000 shares of Hahn preferred 
stock. 

The firm was suspended for in- 
solvency by the New York Stock 
Exchange Oct. 9, and on Oct. 30 
the two members, Morrisson B. Orr 
and G. Lyle Forman, were expelled 
for violations of the rules of the 
exchange. The firm, which did 
both a brokerage and an invest- 
ment banking business, went into 
bankruptcy and recently made an 
attempt to settle with creditors.

Little Bit of Sweden in Chicago. 
Mrs. Palm, the daughter of a dis- 
tinguished family in Sweden, was 
Miss Rose Lannerud and after fin- 
ishing school abroad spent much 
time in travel. Becoming bored on 
a holiday in Italy a number of 
years ago she decided to come _ to 
America and in answer to an im- 
pulsive message, “‘Let’s Go to Chi- 
cago,’’ her sister joined her in the 
adventure. 
They went to Chicago and de- 
cided to open a tearoom ‘where 
Swedish atmosphere would prevail 
and -vhere they could introduce 
real Swedish cooking. A Little Bit 
of Sweden was the result and it 
was opened on a grand scale, both 
sisters sinking all their funds in 
their initial business venture. For 
seven or eight months they served 
elaborate meals, with an immense 
smorgasbord the center of attrac- 
tion to the visitors who came to 
' find out just what comprised a rea} 
Swedish meal, 

Having no practical business ex- 
perience and serving their guests 
as they would have in their own 
home they suddenly realized that 
their money had vanished. Dis- 
couraged, but ambitious, they kept 
on in their tearoom, doing their 
own cooking and serving the guests, 
For a year they struggled, barely 
holding A Little Bit of Sweden to- 
gether. The next two years were 
more encouraging and gradually 
they attained popularity and suc- 
cess. Swedish -food had been s0 
well received that they opened their 
second restaurant, The Rococo 
House.

N the meantime it had not all 
| been Swedish cooking and smor- 

gasbord with the vivacious Rose, 
for she had become deeply inter- 
ested in a countryman, Tage Palm, 
who was in charge of the Swedish 
Arts and Crafts Co., whom she 
married later. It is Mr. Palm who 
will conduct the exhibit of Swed- 
ish decorative arts at the festival 
in St. Louis. 

“In Sweden every meal fis begun 
with smorgasbord,” said Mrs. Palm. 
“Luncheon and dinner and even 
breakfast in many homes are pre- 
ceded by these side dishes." 

Rigid rules of etiquette are ob- 
served in eating the smorgasbord 
in Sweden. One must begin with 
the fish and after having taken a 
little of several different kinds 
of fish, aqua vit is served. 
This is a Swedish drink made of 
potatoes. It is 70 per cent alcohol. 
The aqua vit is followed by 
meats, then the cheese. With 
the smorgasbord, flad brot, a 
Swedish bread is served. The 
bread, thin and crisp, is served in 
sheets with at least a fourth of a 
pound of sweet butter for each 
person. This its the only time that 
bread is served at a Swedish meal 
and great quantities with butter 
are eaten. Then comes the meal, 
consisting of soup, meats, vegeta- 
bles, salads, sweets and fruits. 

Until the World War every rés- 
taurant in Sweden had a smorgas- 
bord where as many as 60 varieties 
of hors-d’oeuvres were offered be- 
fore a meal. With the invasion 
of sO many persons from other 
countries where the smorgasbord 
was unknown such large quantities 
of these side dishes were consumed 
the hosts at restaurants and inns 
were forced to dispense with the 
custom. In place of taking a bit 
of this and a little of that as is 
the custom, the visitors piled their 
plates high with the hors-d’oeuvres.,

taurants great silver platters, 4

Vitamins and Disease 
DIET rich in vitamins—par- 
A ticularly in vitamins A, C and 

D—will increase resistance to 
tuberculosis and help in the pre- 
vention of cure of the intestinal 
form of the disease, accumulated 
evidence shows. 


This was recently pointed out by 
Dr. Eugene F. Du Bois, in a paper 
on “Diet in Disease.” He also af- 


a vitamin-rich diet will increase re- 
sistance against minor infections. 


The demonstration of the value 
of vitamins in these and other re- 
spects brings up the problem of 
what cooking, preserving and dry- 
ing does to them. Some vitamins 
are very resistant to these proc- 
esses. Others are easily destroyed. 


Vitamin A, found in milk, toma- 
toes, carrots, lettuce and peas, is 
fairly resistant to heat and is 
slightly affected by canning or by 
cooking, particularly when air is 
excluded. : 
Vitamin D is not easily destroyed. 
Vitamin C, found mainly in the 
citrous fruits, however, is rapidly 
destroyed by cooking, by drying 
and by storing. Fortunately, vita- 
min C in tomato juice is not spoiled 
by careful cooking or canning. 
There has been a widespread 
prejudice in this country against 
canned vegetables, and a gregt 
many people still believe that the 
so-called “fresh vegetables” cooked 
in the home contain more vita- 
mins than canned foods. 

This is probably not the case, as 
the home cooking of vegetables, or 
fruits in an open vessel may oxi- 
dize and hence destroy the vita- 
mins, particularly if cooking soda 
is added to preserve the green color 
and improve the flavor. — 

Most of the canners are now tak- 
ing every precaution to avoid the 
oxidation of the vitamins. Fruits 
and vegetables are prepared when 
they are very fresh, and if they are 
to be pureed they are hashed in an 
atmosphere from which oxygen has 
been excluded and cooked in one 
that is practically oxygen-free.
